| | 2ZNDereas foꝛ about a Year laſt paſt, a Wicked Rebellion hath bein Carried 
on andchaintained againſt Their Majeſties in Their Kingdom oklreland 
which is known to be inſeparably Annexed to the Imperial Crown of 
t England) Which Rebellion hath been Contrived, Incouraged, and chief- 
— lp Suppoꝛted by the French King, Deſigning by that means to make 
5 an abſolute Conqueſt of the ſaid Kingdom, and hold it as a Pzovince, 
oz elſe to bzing a total Ruine and Deſtruction upon the lame; foz 
which, and other Cauſes, Their Majeſties have been Obliged to enter 
into a Juſt and Neceſſary War againſt the ſaid French King, 
And Whereas His Majeſty is Reſolved, by the Aſſiſtance of God, Ui⸗ 
gozoufly to Pꝛolecute the ſaid War by Sea and Land; And ſo Effe⸗ 
>ually to Reduce that Kingdom to ifs due Obedience, that Their 
| 3 Ma ſeſties Good Subjects there may not only be Reſcued from the 
meſent Foꝛce and Uiolence, but be Secured againſt all ſuch Aggreſſions fox the Future, and be 
Settied in a Firm and Laſting State of Peace, Safety, and Pzoſperity : Foz Which purpoſe His 
Majeſty hath determined to make a Royal Uoyage and go thither in Perſon, putting His Truſt 
in Almighty God (who hath by his marvellous Pꝛobidence hitherto Pzeſerved and Conducted 
His Majeſty) That he Will vouchſafe a ſpecial Bleſſing on this His righteous Undertaking, 
and thereby Conſummate the Deliverance of theſe Kingdoms. Their Majeſties taking the Pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes into Their moſt Serious Conſideration, have thought fit to Appoint, and do by and with 
the Advice of Their Pzivy Council, hereby Appoint and Command a General and Publick Faſt 
and Humiliation to be Obſerved thzoughout this Realm in moſt Devout and Solemn manner, foz 
Supplicating Almighty God fox Pardon of our Sins, and Imploꝛing his Bleſſing and Pzotecti= 
on in the Pꝛelervation of His Majefties Sacred Perſon, and Pꝛolſperity of His Arms in lreland, and 
the Naval Fozces, to be Religioufly Kept and Obſerved on Wedneſday the Twelfth day of March 
next, thzoughout Their Majeſties Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick 
upon Tweed, and thencefozward to be Pbſerved on the Third Wedneſday in every Month ſucceſſively, 
during the pꝛelent War. And foz the moze Oꝛderly Solemnizing of the ſaid ſeveral Faſt Days, 
Their Majeſties have given Directions to the Right Reverend the Bilhops of this Kingdom, to 
Compoſe a Foꝛm of Pzayers ſuitable to this Occaſion, to be uſed in all Churches and Chappels, 
and other Places of Publick Wozſhip ; And have given Charge foz the Diſperling thereof through 
their ſeveral Dioceſſes in the whole Kingdom. And Their Majeſties do moſt Expꝛely Charge 
and Command that the ſaid Faſtings and Pꝛapers be Soberly, Reverentlp, and Decently Per⸗ 
fozmed by all Their Loving Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty God, and upon 
Pain of ſuch Punilhments as Their Ma jeſties can Juſtly Jnflict upon all ſuch as ſhall Contemn 
oz Neglect ſo Religious a Wozk, .
